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FREE PUBLIC LIBRARIES IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
A recent return to Parliament gives some interesting particulars 


in regard to the establishment of Free Public Libraries in Great Britain. ° 


An attempt was set on foot some time since to establish these Institu- 
tions in the provinces, by virtue of Act of Parliament, and the decision 
of the question was left to the people themselves. The general results 
of that movement, as they are spread before the public in the Parlia- 
mentary return, are most satisfactory. In one or two instances only 
has a spirit of opposition been manifested, and where such a spirit has 
prevailed, the place which gave rise to it is not marked by any supe- 
riority of intellectual strength or growth. In the town of Exeter, the 
opposition obtained a majority, the vote against the establishment of 
Libraries being 858, and the number of votes in favor only 118. So in 
Birmingham, where a large majority of the votes were polled against 
the project. In the other principal towns, the people left the opponents 
of literature in asad minority. At Cambridge, the Act was adopted by 
a vote of 873 to 78. At Kidderminster, it was adopted by 108 to 11. 
At Manchester, libraries were voted by the immense majority of 3962 
to forty ; and at Oxford by 596 to 72; while in Hertford the whole num- 
ber of negative votes was four. In making up their returns under the 
provisions of the Act, the Town Olerks reported the condition of the 
towns, the effect of Libraries already established upon the morals of the 
community, and the sentiment of the inhabitants in relation to the utili- 
ty of the project. Thus the Town Clerk of Kidderminster reports that 
a large majority of the reading class in that place are the young Artisans, 
whose ages range from 14 to 80 years, and to whom a Free Library is a 
source of unalloyed enjoyment. A remarkable effect is noted in this 
town since libraries were introduced, the morals of the place having 
undergone sensible improvement. 

In the city of Liverpool, there is a Public Library of 32,000 volumes, 
established under a separate Act of Parliament. The circulation of 
books has reached an average of three thousand volumes per week. A 


‘new Library is now projected for that city, in connection with which 


it is intended to establish a Museum of rare and interesting objects. The 
cost of this enterprise is estimated at £40,000. The results of the 
Library system in that city are said to be “satisfactory beyond all ex- 
pectation.” A similar report comes down from Oxford. In that city, 
the experiment is no longer an experiment. But two years have elapsed 
since the establishment of a Free Library, and during that time it has 
been visited by 235,000 persons. The greatest order and decorum are 
noticed as prevalent among the persons who frequent the Library. Ten 
London Daily newspapers are taken, and the place is thronged daily 
with readers. The Library, however, is closed on Sundays, except from 
6 to 10 in the evening, and during that day access to the newspapers is 
rigorously debarred. The town of Salford is in possession of a good 
Library, the readers of which number 115,848. The number of volumes 


issued to readers last year, was 75,897 from the reference library, and 


40,060 from what is called the “ lending” Library. An improved taste 
in ‘Moding is noticed ; the demand for works of fiction having fallen 
from 1931 to 720, and that for classical works has risen from 1069 to 
2280. In the Museum which is attached to the Salford Library, the 
names of upwards of one and a half millions of visitors in six years are 
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recorded. At Warrington, there is a Library with a Museum animals 
to whicl 11,078 visitors were admitted last year: a new Museum is also” 
in course of erection at this place, the site for the institution having 
been presented to the city by Mr. Wison Parrex, M. P. In Manches-" 
ter, the aggregate issues from the lending and reference departments of 
the Public Library for three years and two-thirds, were 587,553 volumes, 
The number of volumes in this Library is 82,159. The sum raised by 
subscription for its formation was £12,828, and the yearly amount of rate, 
under the original limit of one halfpenny in the pound, is £1920. Inthe 
small cathedral city of Winchester, 837 votes in favor, and 18 against 
a Library were recorded. This city, however, is unable to support a 
Library of liberal dimensions, It is content to indicate its good will _ 
These statements serve to show that the public taste for literature 
grows apace on the other side of the Atlantic, as we have already taken 
occasion to show that it grows with us. There is not much to choose 
between the cause of the public sentiment in this regard in England and 
in America. With us, the question of the Establishment of Public 
Libraries has never been put to vote by general proclamation of Oon- 
gress, nor can Congress order the establishment of such provincial Insti- 
tutions as those which are contemplated by the Act of Parliament, 
under virtue of which these interesting details have been made public, 
But the indications of the development of a literary taste in the United 
States are no less significant because they came from sources 
a Parliamentary return. The peculiar character of the pop 
ture of England helps the libraries to commend themselves to

Manifestly, 
the Free Library System is not a failure in England.

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In 1545, he printed King Henry VIII.’s Primer, both in Latin and 
English, with red and black ink, for which he had a patent, that is 
inserted at the end, expressed in sinadh the same words as the preceding 
one of 1548. 

In the first year of Edward VI., Grafton was favored with a special 
patent, granted to him for the sole printing of all the Statute Books, 
This is the first patent that is taken netice of by that diligent and accu- 
rate antiquarian, Sir William Dugdale. 

An eminent printer was Christopher Fuanffa, of Antwerp, who lived 
in the latter part of the sixteenth century. “I am well aware,” says 
his biographer, “‘ that many illustrious men have ficurished as printers, 
such as the Aldi of Italy, the Frobens from Germauy, and the Stephenseg 
from France ; but these were all eclipsed in the single name of Plantin: 
if these,” he continues, “were the stars of their own hemispheres he 
was the Sun, not of Antwerp merely, nor Belgium, but the world!” 
His offices at Antwerp, Germany, and France seem to have been estab- 
lished upon the most magnificent scale, and, like one of his great prede- 
cessors, Stephens, he indulged himself in the luxury of silver types. At 
one time, he is reported to have paid to his proof-readers and composi- 
tors no less than one hundred golden crowns per diem, no equivocal 
evidence of the extent of his operations. He also retained, not only in 
his friendship, but in his employ, a host of the literary men of his day, 
among the number the renowned De Thou. His chef-d’euvre—which 
has been styled the eighth wonder of the world—was his Biblia Poly- 
glotta, in eight folio volumes, copies of which, not being now rare, nro- 
duce no extraordinary sums at auction. 


Then we have the no less illustrious names of Francis Raphelengius 
the celebrated scholar, and printer to the University of Leyden ; and Louis 
Elzevir, of the same place (temp. 1595—1616), the founder of the most 
learrsd family of printers that ever adorned the republic of letters, 
Elzevir is said to have been the first who observed the distinction be- 
tween the use of the consonant, and the vowel u (which had been 
recommended by Ramus and other writers long before, but never 
regarded), as also the vowel é for the consonant j. Aldus Manutius, 
with whom terminated a family of printers scarcely less distinguished 
in the literary history of their times, extending to upwards of a century, 
was grandson to the celebrated Aldus. His extraordinary precocity 
was displayed by the successful publication of a production from his 
own pen in his eleventh year; and his great work, De Veterum Notarum 
Explanatione, has not only immortalized his name, but has been long 
since acknowledged as a standard for reference by the learned. In the 
reign of the second Charles, we find the name of John Ogilby, geograph- 
ical printer to the Court, and noted as having written some books, 
including a pompous account of the coronation of that monarch, which 
he, was appointed to write, in 1661. He also published a magnificent 
Bible, with illustrations, for which he was remunerated by the British 
Parliament. Towards the close of the seventeenth century, Palliot, the 
historiographer, printer, and bookseller to the King of France, was also 
highly distinguished as a genealogist. Asa proof of his untiring per- 
severance and industry, it is recorded that he left, at his decease, thir- 
teen volumes of MSS., in addition to the five folios which he had already 
published, the plates of which were likewise executed by his own hands. 
Contemporary with him, lived Rothscholtz, the bookseller, of Nurem- 
berg, whose name is distinguished in the world of letters by his great 
work, in two volumes quarto, entitled, 4 Short Eesay towards an 
Ancient and Modern History of Booksellers. 


In early times, bookselling and printing were not only often com- 
bined, but, in some instances, it appears, authorship also was united 
with these several branches of handicraft. 

Numerous instances attest that a natural and intimate connection, 
subsists between printing and knowledge, and that printers have them- 
selves contributed by their genius to adorn the annals of their age: 
rising from the servile labors of the press to eminent distinction, and 
diffusing the light of science even in tle ‘arkest times, Tarte s exks

types with his hands, as fast as his brain concocted his sentences, with- 
out the intervention of manuscript corrections. 

Lackington, the well-known bookseller, insists that there is an affin- 
ity between the two pursuits. He writes: “among all the schools 
where a knowledge of mankind may be acquired, I know of none equal 
to that of a bookseller’s shop, where, if any one have any taste for lit- 
erature, he may be said to feed his mind, as cooks’ and butchers’ wives 
get fat by the smell of meat.” 

It cannot be denied, however, that there are numerous exceptions to 
this supposed rule; for the instances of eminent printers and booksel- 
lers we have presented, are from the many whose commerce with 
literature seemed to have awakened little or no sympathy with its 
pleasures, its pains, or its pursuit. The remark is not less applicable to 
our own times. 

Perhaps the most curious instance that ever occurred of an author- 
publisher, if we may venture so to style him, was that of an individual 
well known, years since, in the streets of London, who was no less 
remarkable for the novel method he adopted for displaying his produc- 
tions before the world, even without the aid of the press, than as pre- 
senting the singular anomaly of writer and publisher combined, giving 
to the public his labors anonymously. How often have we seen him in 
our boyish peregrinations, and lingered to gaze on his ingenious perfor- 
mances. The “mammoth sheets” of our own day, stupendous as they 
are, shrink into a paltry insignificance as we trace out in mental vision 
the broad superficies of the former. Nor was the literary department 

the only feature that exhibited the skill of this luminous writer; he 
united within himself the artist also, equally excelling in design, 
engraving, and chirography. A black’s head, with a ring through his 
nose, and a group of fish, were portrayed upon the pavement with 
inimitable fidelity. This singular genius, who used to fix his location 
wherever the pavement was sufficiently smooth, was a cripple, and it 
was amusing to observe, if among the admiring crowd, any inquisitive 
little urchin happened to encroach too closely on his prescribed limits, 
the implement which supplied to him the lack of limbs, was made the 
summary instrument to visit upon the shins of the offender the penalty 
of his trespass. His writing was exceedingly well executed, and his 
poetic lucubrations were generally no less admirably pointed—we regret 
that our recollection supplies us with no more than the following speci- 
men: 
* Let no rude footsteps on this pavement tread, 

For know, these very flags to me are bread !— 

Oh, spare a penny, or indeed ‘tis plain, 

The very stones themselves cry out in vain!” 

This hapless votary of the muse has passed away; and though 
unchronicled in any “ Curiosities of Literature,” we trust we have said 
enough to rescue his memory—non omnis moriar /—from utter annihi- 
lation. 

Craving indulgence for the digression into which the recurrence of 
an early association has beguiled us, we retrace our steps, while we 
solicit the reader to accompany us adown the stream of time a few cen- 
turies back. In the olden time, prior to the era of’ printing, the MSS. 
of authors were obliged to be subjected to the ordeal of critical censor- 
ship, previous to their being allowed public perusal ; their works being 
required to be read over before the Universities, for three successive 
days, or by appointed judges; when, if approved, copies were allowed 
to be executed by the monks, scribes, and illuminators. 

Even in the classical days of Greece and Rome, we find a trade 
carried on in books; those works most in demand being multiplied by 
the scribes and copyists. An exclusive traffic in the MSS. of those days 
seems to have been carried on along the shores of the Mediterranean, 
and the Greek colonies of the Euxine. 

During the middle ages, the booksellers were styled Stationarii at 
the Universities of Paris and Bologna; they used to sell and loan MSS. 
This was the commencement of the bookselling business. A species of 
literary censorship, it appears, was first established at Paris, in 1842, 
when a license from the University was requisite previously to engag- 
_ ing in such business. The booksellers were, in fact, regularly matricu- 












lated by entry on its roll, and coneeed be, tea,othneal 
all books were also fixed according to the tariff of four 
sellers, by the institution; a fine was imposed for selling an 
copy of a work, and a catalogue, with the prices annexed, was 
required to be always kept in the shops. This censorship sane 
wards invested in the person of Berthold, cn ves 2 SO 
and again renewed with greater vigor, with respect to books, 
Council of Trent, in 1546, being subsequently enforced Pin 
down to 1563, by whom several Indices Librorum wero 
issued.

world ; the site seems to have become, from its first introduction, the 
Alma Mater of thre printers. Alex. Hogg, called the king of Puffers, 
was moreover reputed a man of considerable learning. He published 
numerous standard works in the serial form, and was the first to intro- 
duce that convenient, and, for the spread of literature, important mode 
of publication. He seems to have exhausted the vocabularies of super- 
latives, to express the beauty, elegance, and magnificence of his editions. 
He also was reputed to possess singular tact in revivifying a dull book 
by re-christening it, and otherwise metamorphosing its contents when 
its sale, under its original condition, had ceased.

Earty TRANSLATIONS oF THE Brste.—The translation of the Bible was 
begun very early in this kingdom. Some part of it was done by King Alfred. 
Adelmus translated the Psalms into Saxon in 709. Other parts were done by 
Edfrid, or Egbert, 750; the whole by Bede. In 1357 Trevisa published the 
whole in English. Tindall’s translation appeared in 1334, was revised and 
altered in 1538, published with a preface of Cranmer’s in 1549, and allowed to be 
read in churches. In 1551 another translation was published, which, being 
revised by several bishops, was printed with their alterations in 1560. In 1613 
a new translation was published by authority, which is that in present use, 
Thre was not any translation of it into the Irish language till 1685. The pope 
did not give his permission for the translation of it into any language till 1759.
